Buchanan Bible bill, passed by the 
recent session of the Ohio general as­ 
sembly, to make daily reading of the 
* WUfe compulsory in all public schools 
of Ohio, was vetoed today by Gov- 
«9MMF Donahey because “it o£>osed 
the principles of civil and religious 
liberty which have made our govern­ 
ment the model for the world.’' 
’ Contrary to expectations, the Gov­ 
ernor did not make any comment on 
the action of various factions in the 
legislature, which supported or op­ 
posed the bill.

In considering the 4§1. the veto 
message said; 
“The founders of our 
country, having in mind their own 
sacrifices in obtaining liberty of re­ 
ligious thought and seeking to hand 
down to Their children this hard earn­ 
ed freedom, unimpaired for all time, 
were careful to w ite the doctrine of 
separation of church and state into 
the federal constitution. The makers 
of the constitution of Ohio did like­ 
wise and their action was ratified by 
the people. 
Ail the states of the 
union are in accord on this vital prin­ 
ciple. 
Ohio is not ready, as yet, to 
jjmcede, and it is to be hoped it never 
/wiU, from the principles of civic and 
religious liberty which has made our 
government the model of the wbrid, 
"It is my belief that religious teach­ 
ing in our homes, Sunday schools and 
Churches by the good mothers, fath­ 
ers and ministers of Ohio is far bet­ 
ter than compulsory teaching by the 
state.”

The governor further held that the 
bill was unnecessary because under 
existing Ohio law, boards of educa­ 
tion, in their discretion, may require 
reading of the Bible in public eohools. 
The governor’s disapproval of the 
bill marks the end of one of the bit­ 
terest religious fights waged in the 
Ohio legislature in recent yeará.

The Decatur Brick company is ex­ 
pected to bdgin making face brick 
this week, as a result of completion 
of part of the improvements now be­ 
ing made at the plant east of River- 
view avenue. Before undertaking the 
improvement and enlargement of the 
plant* common brick had been manu­ 
factured. 
There are about 60 men engaged 
now in construction of the seven new 
kilns which will be built, each with 
a capacity of 80,000 bricks, and the 
new drying rooms.

WASHINGTON, April 30—Accep­ 
tance by President Coolidgo of the 
resignation of Solicitor General Beck 
expected to take effect at an early 
date, adds another prospective va­ 
cancy to four others already existing 
lr, important offices, which are re­ 
ceiving the President's attention. 
In addition the executive also will 
be called upon áoop to CQhftider jspme 
re-appointments ip the administra­ 
tion. 
Acceptance of Mr. Beck’s resigna­ 
tion, definite and formal announce­ 
ment of which is expected in the near 
future, has been delayed by the presi­ 
dent, since it was submitted at the be­ 
ginning of the new administration in 
March, in order to give him oppor­ 
tunity to decide on a successor. 
The other important vacancies now 
existing and to which appointments 
aro expected shortly are on the tariff 
commission and in the offices of As­ 
sistant Secretary of State and Assis­ 
tant Secretary of Labor. 
A Ibng standing vacancy 
exists 
also on the international joint com­ 
mission. 
Among the several names 
under 
consideration as successor 
to 
Mr. 
Heck, who has served as 
Solicitor 
General since 1921 are William Mit- 
hell, St. Paul, Mipn., and Charles W.

Louis W. Fairffeld, former represen­ 
tative from Indiána, has been recom­ 
mended for a tariff commission post.

In accordance with Míe new policy 
of the President, it is expected a man 
within the diplomatic corps will be ad­ 
vanced to the post of Assistant Sec­ 
retary of State.

The ex-king of Prussia had the highest income by far 
of all the ruling potentates of the empire. 
His fixed an­ 
nual salary amounted to 18,900,000 mark* (about $4,- 
600,000). 
In his capacity as German kaiser he drew a 
further income of 3,000,000 marks, or $750,000, for run­ 
ning expenses. 
But the 'actual expenses of the imperial 
court were defrayed from the Prussian civil list. 
When­ 
ever the “savings” of thia civil list fell below 1,000,000 
marks, the treasury of the royal household insisted upon 
an increase of the civil list. 


“The Morgenpost claims that, according to this sys­ 
tem, William II was enabled, during the 30 years of his 
reign, to increase his private fortune from 180,000 marks, 
at the time of his throne ascension in 1888, to the im 
posing sum of 18,000,000 marks, or $4,500,000. 
Special 
xpenses that cropped up were promptly covered by the 
suit o f real estate, ostensibly the property of the crown, 
as when, for example, the large plat, ttrigy ¿he 8|t8 of 
the state library, was sold to the Rerlin municipality for 
the sum of 8,000,000 marks. 
This money was utilized 
for building the new royal stable. 
Since William II 
abdicated he has received moneys from the Prussian state 
and the Reich aggregating 13,000,000 marks, or $3,000,- 
000. 
The largest payment was that accruing from the 
sale to the German republic of the palace in Wilhelrr 
Strasse—today the Executive Mansion—for which $2,- 
000,000 was realised. 
In addition, > the members of the 
Hohenzollern family receive a total annuity of 600,000 
marks, pending the definite settlement of their claims. 
“The other German sovereigns, while receiving much 
less, are still very comfortably situated ,and notwith­ 
standing their abdication have continued to live as mil 
lionarres, for the settlement with their respective states 
proved an excellent business for them.
